Water Supply 
The parish of North Clsines and parts of St, Martin County, 


Warndon and Hindlip are supplicd with water purchased from the 
Council in bulk from the County Borough of Worcester and 
distributed through the Council's mains which were extended 
some 320 yards during the year, 

The number of properties so served is 503, 22 being added 


during the period uncer review, 
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A booster plant is employed to supply the village of Fernhill 
Heath and this continued to function efficiently during the 
year. 

The parishes of Dodderhill, Upton Warren andpart of the parish 
of Hadzor are supplied from the mains of the Hast Yorsestershire 
Waterworks Company, 4s they lie within the limits of the 
Company's statutory 4rea of supply. 

the number of properties so served is 280, 

Sixty propertics within the parish of Hartlebury 2re served 
with piped water from a borehole in private ownership and 

this supply proved to be satisfactory during the year, 

A sm@11 number of properties in the Summerfield area of the 
Hartlebury parish are served from the Kidderminster mains, 
Apart from those parishes mentioned @bove, the remainder of 
the rural district derives its water supply mainly from 
shaliow wells, 

West of the Doverdale fault Aandin an area amounting to 

approxi mMavely one third af the district these are sunk into 
the Keuper sandstone 4nd generally the supply there has been 
adequate, 

Hast of the Doverdale fault the wells are sunk into the over- 
laying marl and at the extreme south east of the district into 
the lias, u 

In these 4reas the supply is capricious both in quality and 
quantity. 

During the summer months one of the longest continuous 
droughts ever recorded occurred and many places in the 

country were in cifficulties with water supply. HM aonb lag 
district water carting was necessary in six parishes namely, 
Crowle, Himbleton, Hanbury, Stock 4nd Bradley, Dodderhill and 
Huddington, It was possible, in the early stages, to maintain 
a Service by diverting one of the refuse collection vehicles 


for the purpose, but 2s the drought continued and refuse 
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collection fell into arrear, additional transport had to be 
engaged, Excluding the cost of the water, which was drawn 
from the Council's mains, the cost of delivery 2ver4ged 7-27 
Penge peri colon wa Very Cxpensive business, 

As 2 contrast the very severe frost in the early part of the 
year was the cause of many burst pipes and the Department 
Heceimed) 7G cmenmeency calls curing March alone, 

Two borehcles were put down during the year one at Ombersley 
and one at Hanbury primarly to supply projected new houses, 
From pumping tests it has been proved that both supplics 

are considerably in excess of that required for the proposed
